PORTERVILLE, July 19 — Vot- 
ers in the Porterville Elementary 
School district will go to the polls 
Tuesday to decide whether or not 
a 50-cent tax shall be levied for a 
pericd of five years to cover cap- 
ital improvement costs related to 


the nine schools within the district. 
A statement of policy, and state-

It is Mr. Bell who, under the 
President’s direction, prepares 
the Administration’s spending 
programs.

Citrus Properties 


VISALIA, July 19 — The time- 
honored cultivator is increasingly 
being put out of work as a farm 
tool in the orange groves of the 
San Joaquin valley district. 

Farm Advisor Karl W. Opitz of 
the University of California Agri- 
cultural Extension service, esti- 
mates that half of the 55,000 
acres of citrus groves in Tulare 
county are now under a non-til- 
lage program. Probably two-thirds 
of the bearing acreage now goes 
untouched by cultivating tools, 
he said. 

And out of this cultural prac- 
tice, Opitz said, is growing what 
amounts to a new industry in the 
valley — the making of special- 
ized weed-spray machinery for 
non-tillage orchard use. He said 
three manufacturers, following up 


creations of inventive citrus ranch- 
ers, are now making excellent 
self-propelled rigs for the weed 
spraying that is an essential part 
of non-tillage. 

“With most of our citrus on 
fairly level land, non-tillage has 
caught on very rapidly in Tulare 
county,” said Opitz. “It costs 
somewhat more the first year, 
with some leveling and construc- 
tion of permanent furrows.

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“Home Air Conditioning Is Now 


A Matter Of “When”; Modern 
Equipment Has Eliminated The “If” 


No longer do we wonder if we 
will have air conditioning in our 
home. Instead, we consider it 
largely a question of when. 

The. American Institute of Man- 
agement has predicted that in 
just 10 years air conditioning will 
be standard equipment in all new 
homes and that non-air-condition- 
ed homes virtually will be obso- 
lete. 

One reason for the accelerated 
swing to air conditioning is be- 
cause Americans have learned ta 
want it through enjoyment of it 
in .theaters, restaurants, stores 
and in the homes of friends. 

Also important is the fact that 
the industry is ready with equip- 
ment to fit our needs and our 
pocketbook. The time has passed 
when there was an advantage in 
waiting for mass-produced models 
and proved performance. Air con- 
ditioning prices and designs have 
stabilized to the extent that fur- 
ther delay is not worth the loss 
in living comfort. 

Then, too the modern home {s 
of a quality that deserves air con- 
ditioning. Our homes are attrac- 
tive, weather tight, and represent 
substantial investments. Yet un- 
less the indoors offers modern 
comfort the enjoyment of the en- 
tire investment is lessened. 

Many improvements have been 
made in summer cooling equip- 
ment in recent months. It is 
more compact and manufacturers 
have given a great deal of atten- 
tion to the matter of noise con- 
trol. Noise-making compressors, 
for instance, may be installed out- 
side the house. Ducts may be 
insulated to reduce noise. Fans 


and blowers are much quieter in 
operation. 

Another new development is 
the adaptation of summer cooling 
equipment to the house that is 
hydronically heated, that is, heat- 
ed by hot water. This type of a 
house can be cooled in a variety 
of ways. 

Quite frequently the terms “air 
conditioning’ and “cooling’’ are 
used as if they were synonymous. 
They are not. Professional heat- 
ing and cooling men point out 
that the proper conditioning of 
the air includes much more than 
cooling. It also means control of 
moisture, cleaning the air, circu- 
lating it, and may include provi- 
sion for fresh air. 

Modern air conditioning equip- 
ment is designed to remove a pro- 
portion of moisture from the air 
as it provides cooling in warm 
weather. In mild, damp climates, 
cooking and other household 
sources may cause excess damp- 
ness unless a fresh air intake is 
provided in the system to bring 
in fresh outdoor air. This is par- 
ticularly true in the case of 
tightly constructed houses. 

Cleaning the air is particular- 
ly important to persons suffering 
from hay fever or dust allergies. 
It is also important in saving 
house cleaning, redecorating ex- 
penses, and in keeping furniture 
and drapes new looking. An air 
filter should be provided which is 
easily accessible for cleaning or 
replacement. 

In the case of air conditioning, 
as with all mechanical equipment, 
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how well constructed, can deliver 
the service built into it unless it 
is properly installed. This is par- 
ticularly true of heating and cool- 
ing equipment. 

The knowledge and skill of the 
heating and cooling contractor is 
the priceless ingredient in every 
air conditioning installation. 
Only if the equipment is properly 
installed can the home owner feel 
confident that his costs of oper- 
ation will be right. 

Heating is a difficult installa- 
tion because in some areas it is 
often necessary to maintain an in- 
side temperature of up to 90 de- 
grees higher than the outside 
temperature. But cooling re- 
quires only 10 to 30 degrees low- 
er temperature than the outside. 

On the other hand, cooling pre- 
sents a problem because many 
people are sensitive to cold air in 
the summer. Thus distribution of 
air in a cooling system is far more 
important than distribution of air 
in heating. 

A difference of 10 degrees in 
air temperature produced by a 
cooling system might make many 
péople feel very uncomfortable, 
whereas a 10 degree difference in 
heating would not be as serious. 

Most families buy air condition- 
ing just as they buy any other 
major item in the home with 
small payments spread over a 
number of years. 

In new homes, you can have 
air conditioning included as a 
part of your regular FHA, VA or 
conventional mortgage package. 

In existing homes, the cost can 
be added to an open end mortgage, 
if you have one, or you can get 
an F'HA home improvement loan 
of up to $3,500 spread over a 
period of one to five years. Of 
course, other special arrange- 
ments also can be worked out

As in all new. industries, 
conditioning too has built up a 
language of its own. Some of the 
commonly used terms in this new 
field are included in the follow- 
ing: 

BTU (British Thermal Unit) — 
A unit of measurement used by 
heating and air. conditioning 
equipment manufacturers to de- 
scribe the heating or cooling ca- 
pacities of their products. One 
BTU an hour is roughly the 
amount of heat generated by a 
kitchen match if it were to burn 
for an hour. An air conditioner 
labeled 12,000 BTUs, for example, 
would remove the heat equivalent 
to 12,000 burning matches. (Ed. 
note: If you don’t believe it, 
stack up 12,000 matches on the 
kitchen floor and light them.) 

Ton (of refrigeration) —a unit 
of measurement used in describ- 
ing. the cooling system. It is 
equivalent to the amount of cool- 
ing achieved by .melting one ton 
of ice over a 24 hour period. The 
term “a ton of refrigeration” 
came. about when refrigeration 
machines were used almost exclu- 
sively for freezing ice. In those 
days, a machine which removed 
enough heat to freeze one ton of 
water within 24 hours, had a ca- 
pacity of one ton. If it could 
produce 10 tons in that period, it 
was called a 1-ton machine. 

Refrigeration Compressor—the 
compressor, is the heart of the 
cooling system because it pumps 
refrigeration through the system 
as the heart pumps blood through 
the body. There are two common 
types of refrigeration compres- 
sors — reciprocating ‘and centri- 
fugal. The former is usually used 
in small air conditioning systems,

such as those in homes and stores. 


Centrifugal compressors serve 
large systems such as those in of- 
fice buildings. 

Heat Pump — — Refrigeration 
ecuipment which automatically 
heats or cools to maintain desired 
indoor temperature. It ‘‘pumps” 
heat out of the building in the 
summer, and into the building in 
the winter. No fuel is required. 
The equipment is powered by elec- 
tricity. More and more heat 
pumps are being used in year 
‘round air conditioning systems— 
residential, commercial and indus- 
trial. 

Self Contained Unit — An air 
eonditioning unit which contains 
in one cabinet all the equipment 
necessary for complete, year- 
‘round air conditioning. The self 
contained unit is most common- 
ly used in homes, stores, restaur- 
ants, banks, and other small com- 
mercial establishments. It re- 
auires only electrical connections 
to put it into operation. 

Split Svstem — A popular type 
of central air conditioning system 
used in homes and small commer- 
cial establishments. It is ideal for 


existing buildings because the 
small indoor section is easily 
adapted to limited spaces. The 


outdoor section can be placed al- 
most anywhere. Major compon- 
ents such as the heating and cool- 
ing unit are separate and may be 
installed in almost any location, 
and connected by pipes and ducts. 

Refrigeration Unit — the part 
of a split system which is usually 
mounted outdoors because it is air 
cooled. The unit consists primar- 
ily of a refrigeration compressor, 
coil, and fan in one compact cas-

WE NOTE that a group of 115 
business people in Visalia have 
ponied up $25 each to start a 
fund for study of needed improve- 
ments, and of promotions, to keep 
the dollars rolling in the down- 
town, Visalia business district... 
Similar action could well be tak- 
en by Porterville business men, 
and downtown business property 
owners, since the time to fore- 
stall economic trouble is before it 
comes .... Really the essential 
elements of keeping a downtown 
business district alive and healthy 
are easy to see — modern stores, 
inside and out; range and variety 
of merchandise and_ services; 
trained store and office person- 
nel.who really want te serve the 
public; and plenty of parking... 
Porterville’s Main street business 
district has come a long way in 
the past 10-15 years in so far as 
modernizing is concerned but there 
is still room to continue the trend; 
and although the parking situa- 
tion in Porterville is quite good 
at present, it will not necessarily 
stay that way unless property 
owners look toward, and prepare 
for, the future . . . Specifically, 
along this line, the east side of 
Main between Cleveland and Put- 
nam, is fighting a parking prob- 
lem; now the problem could be 
solved by purchase of property di- 
rectly east, along Second street; 
it would take a pretty fair chunk 
of. money, but parking must be 
provided if this section of Main 
street business property is to 
maintain and increase its value. 
About the same, thing ap- 
plies to the block on the east side 
of -Main between Mill and Oak, 
and to a lesser degree on the west 
side... In fact no section of 
Main, except possibly the east 
side between Garden and Olive, is 
without some kind of potential 
parking problem if one _ looks 


ahead a few years .. . So it’s 
time to start thinking and act- 
ing — and it’s individuals we’re 


talking about, not agencies of gov- 
ernment.

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Orientation of a new home on 
its site is one of the most im- 
portant factors for comfortable, 
economic air conditioning. 

This means placing the house 
so that in summer the mid-after- 
noon sun does not shine directly 
on windows, and the late after- 
noon sun strikes areas without 
windows. ; 

Careful orientation, used in 
conjunction. with recommended 
amounts of insulation, proper roof 
design, and adequate shade can 
substantially reduce not only the 
cost of air conditioning equip- 
ment, but its‘ operation as well. 

While it’s seldom possible to 
orient a house perfectly because 
of lot shapes and contours, but 
here are some general recommen- 
dations: 

1. Broad sides of the house 
should face north and south. 

2. Garage, porch or utility room 
should be on the west end of the 
house to take the brunt of the 
late afternoon sun. 

3. The roof’ should have wide 
overhangs on its south side to 
shade walls and windows, and 
should be constructed to permit 
adequate air circulation in and 
out of the attic. White or light 
colored asphalt shingles on. the 
roof reflect much of the sun’s 
heat, yet provide a soft rugged 
texture without a harsh glare. 

4, The south wall is the best 
place for large windows. The 
summer sun is high in mid-day, 
and the roof overhang keeps sun 
off south windows. 

5. Shade trees are most effec- 
tive on the east and west sides to 
block low sun in morning and late
